I am not expecting you all to be available to review this today, but am sharing it for your information and 
possible feedback. 

We received the Senate amendments this morning and this template this afternoon. I have a 5:00 PM deadline, 
but have already weighed in on some of the immunization amendments in more depth for the purposes of 
informing the SW&M Committee last night (via EOHHS). Larry, these were two of the immunization 
assessment amendments, which I will forward under separate cover.
